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1 . Claims 4-16 stand objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4-16 not been further treated on 
the merits. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over either Fleissner 3,608,340, Brown et al. or Leifeld in view of Baker 

Re claim 1 and 17, Brown and Leifeld are cited disclosing a dyeing or washing 
installation comprising a dyeing or washing liquor bath and a suction nozzle that differs 
from the claims only in the recitation of the nozzle being width-adaptable. Baker 
discloses the width-adaptable nozzle as claimed. It therefore would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art to modify the suction nozzle in either Brown or 
Leifeld, for the purpose of accommodating webs of different sizes. Re claim 2, Fleissner 
discloses the two passes (see fig. 4). Re claim 3, Brown, Leifeld, baker and Fleissner 
disclose the right angle. 

4. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
applied prior art as applied to claim 17 above, and further in view of Aronoff et al. 
Claim 18 defines over the applied prior art only in the recitation of the multiple passes. 
Aronoff discloses the multiple passes. It therefore would have been obvious to one 
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having ordinary skill in the art to modify the device of either Fleissner, Brown or Leifeld, 
to include multiple passes as taught by Aronoff, for the purpose of ensuring a thorough 
treatment. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In Charlton, Jr. et al., Kutz et al., et al., Bolton et al. and 
Beckstein et al., noye the suction means.
